tho iisw troaty adds four others: roun- 
slauRhtcr, burglary, ombozzloincnti or lur- 
cony, IKvolving the Amount of SM (or £10), 
or upMrards, and tlnolly inalicious destruc- 
tion .ot property which endangers tho llfo 
of others, nud which in either country is 
made a crimo by law. 


This last provision, of course,' ia nioant to

Lost evening, at St. Mary's ohuroh, the 


pastor, Eev. Father Eoche, delivered the 
following able lecture: 


Eight m thp beginning, I wish to an- 


swer an objection that may be urged 
a&oinet my discussing tho question of li- 
cense and prohibition in the pulpit. 


This is a political question, the objec- 


tor may say,and you are forbidden to 
preach politics. I distinguish: Politics 
means, in the higher sense ot tun word, 
the science ot 
government. 
Politics 


moacB also, but in a lower HOU5e,.t.he 
management of political parties. 


Tho question of prohibition gives to 


our political party its only eicuse to ex- 
ist. To tho management of tho iwo great 
political parties of our day and oountry, 
tbe question of high or low license is a 
cause of anxiety nnd boated discussion. 
JSnt I disclaim nil intention o£ pushing 
forward the claims of apy political party 
in my treatment ot this subject; yet I 
demand for myself 
and my brethren in 


the ministry not only the privilege, but 
thu right, of treating iu the pulpit or else- 
where, any question that relates to tbo 
science of government. 


It is our duty to teach children to obey 


their parents; servants their masters; 
and subjects their king. 
It is also onr 


duty to taaoh parents and masters and 
kings how pro ,>or!y ro govern those un- 
der their charge. In a country like ours, 
whore tho government in "of aud for and 
by tho people," It is onr duty, not only 
to teach tbo people respect for tbo laws, 
but also to teach them to make, through 
their ropreseatative, such laws as may be 
worthy of respect and obedience. 
In a 


oountry professing Christianity, thoro can 
be no juet and benttioial laws except such 
as are according to the spirit ot the gos- 
pel of Christ: and who are to explain to 
the people in what that spirit consists; 
what is according to, what against it, if 
noj the authorized ministers ot Christ? 
Not only must the proasl teach the indi- 
vidual to observe sobriety, without which 
there can be no true cbnstian life, but he 
must use his power in society by preach- 
ing and teaching to have such laws made 


to force upon the minority unwelcome

Last spring the village druggists applied 
for pharmacists' liquor licenses and wero 
refused, but nevertheless deposited the 
legal fees fur the same. The matter was 
allowed to rest for a month or two, but 
recently the Scato Pharmaceutical society 
served notice on the board Cortlering it to 
grant tho permits under tho state [license 
law, or stand prosecution. Tho district 
attorney ot Bock county having 
been 


called in, decided that tbo statute was 
mandatory, that the board must grant the 
requested permits or lay itself open to the 
receipt of a mandamus, from [tho circuit 
judge compellingit to do so. The board 
is divided in opinion as to Iho lest 
method to pursue. Four members ot 
tho board are decidedly opposed to grant- 
ing tlio permits m any form, and will re- 
sign rather than to vote for them; tho 
other three,including the ^president, are 
m favor of granting the permits, if such 
action is necessary to avoid n law fiuit. 
A paper passed aroundjamong the citi- 
zens secured tho signatures of a majority 
of them, advising tho board to take a 
stand against tho statute, but the lawyers 
of tho village and some of tho conserva- 
tive people protest that it is useless to 
fight n mandatory law and the only relief 
possible is in amendment thereof by tho 
next legislature.—Hindi-son Jmirnal.

There are three classes of persons who 
would have us treat tho liquor business 
accordme to their ideas: 


1st. Tbe first class consists of prohibi - 


tionists; but there nre really two kinds 
ot prohibitionists, (a) those who oppose 
tbe manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
drinks us necessiry or intrinsically evil 
(mtiluin in .«•), and under no circumstance 
to bo allowed; (h) those who do not in- 
3eed condemn the liquor traffic -as in it- 
aell evil, but hnvo loat all hope ot having 
,t so restrained as to havo its terrible 
abuses removed. Among these are many 
very prominent Catholics. 


2J. Tho second class consists ot tho 


liquor men ued tho:r friends. Tiioso who 
dosiro a tree traltip in alcoholic drinks, 
protest against being compelled to pay 
any license, and vote tor low low license 
only when the chqioe lies between low 
license, high license and prohibition. 


3d. The third class embraces all who 


believe tho saloon bueioeFs may be per- 
mitted to exiur, but demand that for tbe 
privilege of carrying on that business a 
license fee bo paid, this fee to be made as 
largo as may bo necessary to oonCne the 
saloons to a reasonable number. 
They 


consider it necessary to restrict the busi- 
ness in other ways so as to minimize tho 
danger to society so ooctSBanly connect- 
ed with it. This class is tbe largest, and 
is increasing in power by becoming more 
earnest in demanding that its principles 
have a tair trial, before recourse is Tiad 
to more stringent measures. To this class 
I belong. I wish hero at tbe riik ot tir- 
ing by repetition, to state again a few ot 
tho principles that gnide mo in this dis- 
cussion: 


1st. Tho liquor business is not in, ilielf 


evil. It may therefore be permitted or 
hoenBod by state authority. 


2d. But as this business can, end gen- 


erally does, bocoma dangerous to the 
well-being of tho community, it may be 
and should bo, so regulated by wise and 
just laws as to prevent abuse. 


33. The use ot alcoholic liquors as 


beverages is not essential to- the happi- 
ness ot the individual, consequently not 
to the community, 


4th. Therefore state authority, whose 


proper object is to secure us in our pres- 
ent happiness, whose worthy ambition is 
to secure to tbe greatest possible number 
the greatest attainable happiness, may 
prohibit the manufacture and sale o£ all 
alcoholic liquors as Peerages, provided so 
great an infringement on the liberty of 
the individual, shall havo become neces- 
sary to tho security and happiness ot the 
community, because all other reasonable 
and less forcible means shall have been 
tried and found wanting. 
Now as to prohibition: They who would 
by state authority entirely prohibit tbe 
manufacture and sale ot alcoholic liquors 
as beverages, because they thiuk_ such 
manufacture 
and sale 
to bo intrin- 


sically or ot their nature evil, arc right, 
if their 
principle 
be 
right; but, 


this 
they 
have 
not 
yet proved, 


and 
never 
can prove. 
I 
3ould 


appeal to Holy scripture in dofose of my < 
position, did I deem it necessary, I do 
not so consider it, and it would bo impru- 
dent, in the absenoe ol necessity, to fur- 
nish tests of soriptiire which might be 
twisted by ignorant and perverse minded 
men into "an eicuse for drinking. It is 
enough for us to appeal to tLe history ot 
God's saints. This tells us, indeed, that 
many of them abstained entirely from 
tho use of all alcoholic drtukn, either for 
their own mortification or tor tbe encour- 
agement ot others in sobriety; that all ot 
them by their example aud words dis- 
couraged abnce, but it does not furnish 
us the name of ona recognized saint who 
taught that alcoholic drinks ara intrinsi- 
cally evil. 
On tuo contrary ve havo 


undoubted historical proof that many of 
them made occasional moderate use ot 
such drinks. Tlio vast majority of earn 
est and intelligent men of all ages by 
tbeir actions, it not by their -words, faave 
rejected this doctrine formerly held by 
tha llsuioheans andlately adopted by the 
extreme prohibitionists. 
We deny this 


principle of tho evi! nature oE alcoholic 
drinks; we therefore deny tae justice o! 
all legislation based upoa itr 


There aro others who would have us 


accept prohibition because they imagine 
it to bo tho easiest solution of tho liquor 
question. 
To this I object, first that legislation is 


not, therefor.o just and proper because it 
furnishes anjeasy solution of vesod ques- 
tions; second, that prohibition where it 
has been tried hoe not proveu itself to be 
an easy solution of tho liquor question. 
It is especially opposed to tho spirit of a 
popular form ot government suca as 
aims to restrain individual liberty more 
than tho security of the publio demands. 
Not even when tho majority of the citi- 
zens of a state decide on haviug p«vibi- 
tion can it be just or proper unless the 
wellbeinfz of tbo greater number could 
not be aooured without it. For though 
the theory of ft republican form of gov- 
ernment supposes that all questions in 
dispute shall be decided by the will ot 
tho majority, it would be but an act ot 
selfishness gnd tyranny for the majority 
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difficult? of enforcing a law can outweigh 
tho personal liberty of even a small mi- 
nority. Bnt prohibition has not oven the 
excuse ot cheapness and ease of execu- 
tion. 
It would not be so very difficult for 


even a small but earnest minority 11 have 
niau enough pledged to support ot their 
idea elected to tho legislature there to 
inscribe on the statute books a strrot pro- 
hibitory law. But such a law could not 
be enforced, as it would not havo the 
moral support of the mass of tbo people, 
Tho next men sent to the legislature 
would likely be pledged to blot ic out. 


Even though a prohibitory amendment 


of tho state constitution would be voted ..^ 
on favorably by a sufficient number of license fee the: 
tho people and placed on the books by discrimination 
their representatives, prohibition would 
not be cheap or easy of execution. Ihe 
real difficulties wonld only then present 
themselves. 
Experience teaches. Let us appeal to 


Maine and Kansas and the other states 
where the experiment has been tried. 
Does prohibition prohibit? Those not 
in favor ot it do not hesitatj to answer, 
No! Even the promoters and protectors 
ot iho prohibitory law must admit that 
even in Maine whore it has bceu ou trial 
years and years, the result is not satin- 
factory. 
In tho villages uad smaller 


towns tho open sale ot liquor is not com- 
mon; but in the larger cities anyone who 
wishes to have %nor may got it. In 
-,*',„,• words where the law is least needed 
it is reasonably well obeyed; bnt where 
most needed, it excites so much opposi- 
tion among the masses that success bo- 
oomes impossible. 


What I have said refers anly to tbo 


open irade iu alcoholic drinks. Thore 
are no supporters ot prohibition found 
BO bold as to maintain that there is not 
much sold and consumed privately, that 
the people ot Maine as a whole have been 
made abstainers, fur it is well enough 
known tbat arrests for drunkenness are 
not uncommon tbere. 


Many earnest prohibitionists are mis- 


led to hope that by removing tno supply 
of alcoholic drinks they may remove the 
demand. It they could make it impos- 
sible for men to quench their thirst in 
liquor, they might hope at lust to find it 
extinguished like a fire with no fuel to 
feed on; but tbat they oau never do. 
The most they jould eipoot to dp, would 
bo to mako it very difficult to gratify a 
oraving tor drink. While human nature 
remains ^9hat it is all su;h invasions of 
personal liberty will excite suspicion aud 
opposition. Even in paradise wiiere our 
nature was innocent in Adam and Eve it 
showed a tendency to seek tUe forbidden. 
Forbidden frnits have always had for 
men a great allurement, a surpassing 
sweetness. To make a thing difiicultot 
attainment is only to make more earnest 
the desiro of attaming it. This perverse 
inclination ot our nature will not down 
at tho bidding ot our prohibitionists 
friends. 
However eloquently they may argue 


the purity ot their motives, however 
eagerly they may point to tho benefits to 
How from the acceptance of their pet 
measure, a very large numbiir ot their 
fellowmon v.ill look upon their earnest- 
ness as fanaticism uud their measure as 
tyranny. 


As a consequence, those who love in- 


dulgence in alcoholic drink for the sen- 
sual gratification it affords, will plot con- 
tinually to obtsin it, while another, and 
I think a larger class prompted by a 
spirit ot mischief aud tlio desiro o! hav- 
ing tbo forbidden, will assist them iu 
making all" prohibitory laws futile. 
So 


much for the use ot prohibition. 


Tbere remain to bo answered those 


prohibitionists who urge us to work with 
them, not because prohibition is neces- 
sary on account ot tho 
intrinsically 


evil 
nature 
of 
the 
liquor 


traffic, 
nor 
because 
it 
[easily 


removes tho many evils arising from such 
traffic, but because it if the most thorough 
settlement ot this vexed question. They 
do not claim perfect success in the past, 
are not positive in promising success for 
tbe future. But they think the dillbulty 


option laws is that where the friends and 
the enemies ot prohibition are about 
equal there is yearly a bitter quarrel. 
Then i8 seen the disgraceful Bight of

of restraining the liquor trallic eo grant 
that the only Lope o( protecting society 
from the encroachments of nloouql 13 to 
constantly try to stamp it out ot existence. 
This reasoning is detective .in this, that 
regulation of tbe liquor business bus not 
yot had a fair trial, that thero are many 
methods ot regulation entirely untried. 
Therefore we are not (yet compelled to 
choose between prohibition and (destruc- 
tion to society. 


Tbe last argument I wish to bring 


against prohibition is on the side of 
economy. I mention it last because I 
value it loe-it. Still it must not be de- 
spised. Prohibitionists should not allow 
their love for their measure to blind tbeir 
reason. Let them honestly confess that 
iC a prohibitory law is to havo any chance 
to succeed it mnst."b8 vigorously enforced 
as a largo class in every stale will Jeeok to 
evade it. For were we to find an entiro 
people willing to accept such a law, 
never making attempt at evasion, we 
would find a people not at all in need of 
prohibition. Sach self denial and per- 
fect obodiouoo need not ba looked fur, it 
is not general in any state. Now to en- 
force a general, and to so many a dis- 
agreeabio law>equires unremitting watch- 
fulness from a large number of officers. 
The expense of maintaining this army ot 
officers must come directly from tho peo- 
ple. Whereas where tbe liquor business 
is licensed, the license fee ,m»y bo largo 
onouge to defray all,the expense of main- 
taining order. There is poetic justice in 
making whisky befaavo itself at its own 
expense. 
A worJ as to tbe so-called optnn Jaw. 


This law is in force in Wisconsin nnd m 
other states. By this law it is left to ;the 
option of tho majority of voters in svery 
township, incorporated town and city to 
license or to refuse to license tbe liquor 
traffic. This law is based on tbe demo- 
cratic doctrine that eo much power of 
local self, Government should be granted 
as is consistent with tho proper govern- 
ment of the whole people. -1'he local op- 
tion law has, on account of its seeming 
fairness, many admirers. 1 am not one 
ot them. I am convinced that it is not a 
proper application ot the doctrine of the 
right ot looalitioaito govern themselves. 
Localities can not be .allowed to govern 
themselves by such laws or regulations 
as work injury to ithe 'good government 
of the whole community. This 1 claim 
is the result fit . the '. local option law. 
While it professes to be a reasonable 
compromise between prohibition and tho 
regulation -theories, it really does not 
possess' tho. virtues ot either, 
This.l 


shall try to show: 13y tho local option 
law one township or incorporated town 
or city m»y entirely prohibit the saloon 
basinens within its borders, wbile tho 
neighboring township or city may cer- 
mit an almost unrestrained liquor traffic. 
Sow this local prohibition may protect 
some towps' gnd cities from the dis- 
grace(-?) of tho open ba!o of alcoholic 
drinks, -tint it deep not secure 'them 'ironi 
the dangers arising from their use. Where 
prohibition is gener»l, ithat is by state 
law, liquor is smuggled into the prohibi- 
tory territory in spite of state authority. 
Kow much easier is smuggling in tho 
caso of local option, tlou while under 
the local option law no locality esobpeo 
tbo dangers found in the use of alcoholic 
drinks, ainao -there is not tho least prac- 
tical difficulty ot smuggling nil that is 


for private use and private sale, 


usn 
placed singly upon others, it is only be- 
cause tho liquor business has proved 
itself to be as dangerous to society as ull 
others together. 
Let us place a few ot the restrictions 


put upon other occupations and the de- 
mands ot the liquor men together, m or- 
der to seat how ridiculous the latter are: 


We may prescribe by law how many 


clays in the week may bo given to the 
acquisition of learning m our schools; 
but we should not, saloonists say, pre- 
scribe a limit of hours or days when a 
man may get bis whisky in tho saloon. 


Within' the fire limits or our cities we 


may forbid the erection ot frame build- 
ings, because on account of their inliam- 
able nature they would endanger sur- 
rounding property, but nu law should be 
passed to confine saloons to the business 
part ot our cities, although wlion allowed 
m the inhabited quarters they uudoubt- 
o.lly inllaoio the pa»siona of the people 
and are a constant menace to public 


The pigsty may bo forbidden altogeth- 


er, tne tanneries and glue works forced 
to move to the uninhabited outskirts be- 
cause ot their offensive odors and posei- 
blo injury to health; but tho saloamst 
must be allowed to choose hie uwn loca- 
tion, although the saloon is an offense 
against the eyes and nose and ears ot tbo 
body; although the unfavorable location 
of tbe saloan may affect good order, 
peace ot families, the health of souls. 


You may demand of druggists 


physicians the possession of diplomas 
before going into business; but yon may 
not inquire Into tho qnabfications of tbe 
man asking a saloon license. He may 
beadrunkard. There is nothing unuat- 
ursl in that. His buninces will be all the 
more brisk, as ho will not keep a strict 
guard over the sobriety of his customers, 
and it he get too drunk to wait ou -them 
his -wife or daughter can do it tor him. 


Ho may be a prize fighter. Bo much 


the bettor, for ho can tbo more easily 
chastise unruly customers. 
Ho may bo n Rambler and reckless 


character, who will allow his saloon to 
become tlio haunt ot vile men and viler 
women. This will serve public order as 
the police will know where to look for 
bad cha;aotora when wanted. 


fiis violent temper and general bad 


reputation may make it undesirable to 
have him classed us one ot tho recognized 
business men of the city...Tliat diP.iculty 
is easily overcome by granting him a 
license in his wife's name. 


From tht circus man, who has the 


merit oC giving innocent amusement to 
tbo children, you may exact a license fee, 
as ho takes out of circulation among us 
tbe money thatgiveshfe to trade; but it 
id un imposition to expect a siloonkeepor 
to pay a license fee, although his busi- 
ness drawn oui of prap.-r circulation vent 
sums ot money; although through his. 
success comes dullness of trade to grocer 
and butcher aud tailor; although through 
his business come immense expenses 
upon the publn. 
, 
. 


Enough ot this nonsense! It is not 


man's reason that objects to these rostnc- 
ttone put upon the liquor business; it is 
the avarice ot those engaged in it, aided 
by the sensual appetites and ignorant 
prejudices of their customers. Personal 
liberty indeed! 
Tlero is no outcry 


against tho law forbidding the bearing of 
concealed deadly weapons, though some- 
times necessary for self defense; because 
tho practice ot bearing such things often 
loads to 83ts ol bloodshed. 
nNo serious objection ii made to the law 
forbidding druggists to sell certain dan- 
gerous drugs except on tho prescription 
ot reputable physicians, for fear ot acci- 
dental or intentional poisoning; and yet 
our love tor personal liberty is appealed 
to iu order to prevent us laying proper 
restraints upon a business that direotly 
or indirectly causes perhaps nine-tenths 
of the crimes committed amongst us. 


ABOUT mart LICENSE. 


One may ociet that to raise tho license 


would bo unjust. Pray whore does the 
injustice come iu? Injustice ia tho in- 
vasion of aright. The mau who is afraid 
tn bcgiu tbo saloon business, lest he 
might not make his living alter paying 
tho high license, has no right to start in 
the business. 
The man who ia in the 


business at the time the license is raised 
.as no right involved, as his license to 
carry on the business is only for one year, 
and it he be permitted to continue his 
business until tbat time expires tor the 
low license ho agreed to pay, be gets all 
he bargained for. If at tho end of his 
term ho ugrees-to pay the higher sum 
asked for a permit, it shows he still con- 
siders himsjlt in posstssiou ot & good 
thing. If he attempts to do business 
under the ligber license nnd fails, he 
mukea a bad investment for which he 
would have no one but himself to blame, 


•lib. The fourth, and in my way ot 


thinking, tho bent reafon for raising the 
license is to lesson the number of saloons. 
It is certain that if the sum asked for a 
hcoi'se be greater than tho profits of tho 
business every saloon would be closed, 
Therefore by judiciously raising the li- 
cense the number of the saloons mi>y be 
lessened to the desired limit. 


Take a city ot 1U,OCO .inhabitants bftv 


fifty saloons paying S'200 puch. making 
a sum of |S10,000. 
Doable the license 


and yo;i will not, 1 think, reduce the 
nnmuer more than one third, and still 
taku in over £13,000. 
In this way we 


would havo all tbe advantaee ot fewer 
saloons to disturb the peaoo and promote 
excels, and more money coming from 
them to lessen taxes on ;otber property, 
or to make needed improvements with- 
out o jut to the city. 


Bnt I wonld not stop at a reduction of 


a tliird, even though ,tbo revenue to be 
derived from tbem would thereby be- 
come less, 


Itbiuk that if there were no more sa- 


loons than churches or bntcbershops 
thore would yet be enough, and it that 
number cannot be well watched, .make it 
lean. r\)r"uni--ully""X"wbilia not t>0 in 
favor of keeping more than ten, or at 
most cot more than wonld be left after 
raising tbe license to §1,000. 


Now there may be some who are in 


A great trust is placed in the hands of 


our city fathers. To them is given au- 
thority to grant license for liquor selling 
to proper applicants. It those, our rep- 
resentatives, conscientiously performed 
their duty in this regaid they could 
shield us from many ot the evils that now 
aOlict society. But too often they seem 
to consider their duty done when they 
have granted licenses right aad left, al- 
most ignoring the fact that tbo power ot 
granting supposes the duty of sometimes 
refusing. 
I shall name four good reasons for ex- 


acting a license fee from all desiring to 
oiigago in the saloon business. 


1st. By exacting a license fee we em- 


phatically teKoh that liquor selling is not 
the exercise ota right, but only a privi- 
lege that may be revoked at any time if 
tho conditions expressed in the grant are 
not carefully fulfilled, 
2. The payment of spch license fee is 


a pledge of good behavior on the part of 
the one paying it; because bad behavior, 
or failure on tho one taking out the li- 
cense to fulfill tho conditions laid down 
by the party granting it, would justify 
the latter in-revoking the license and of 
forfeiting the licenib money paid for the 
remainder of the term for which the li- 
cense was granted. It follows from this 
that tho higher the license, the stronger 
tho pledge of good behavior. Tie would 
in another way greatly increase the value 
ot snob a pledge were wa to pass a law 
that anyone found guilty of breaking the 
terms of the Hoonse contract should for- 
ever be prohibited from receiving from 
the offended corporation a pormistion to 
sell liquor, either in his own or his wife's 


3.~A license tea should be exacted from 
filoon keepers as s raeana of leaking the 
liqnur traffic bear its just proportion of 
tbe publio expenses. 
In this sense we 


need have no fear ot making the sum to 
be paid extravagant, OH by no method 
taut lias as yet bean devised can liquor 
men be brought to boar even their just 
share of the publio burden. Statistical 
tell us that from two-thirds to nine-tenths 


favor of lessoning the uumber of saloons, 
bnt would object to this method of doing 
it, because it seems to discriminate 
agiinst the poor man. Let such persons 
propose a better method if they can. It 
they wish to lessen the number of sa- 
loons without Riving the business to 
those who will pay most for tho privilege 
how are they to do it? By making ap 
plioants stand the test ot a civil service 
examination ? 


And must society pationtly submit to 


the evils that coma from so great a num- 
ber of saloons in order tbat some poor 
men may support themselves by pander- 
ing to the brutal appetites ot their fellow 
poor men; that they may enrich them- 
selves by helping bring starvation ant 
nakedness to other mei.'s families com- 
mon sense forbids it. 


Moreover, an argument that provei 


too much, proves nothing. It it would 
really be unfair to tho poor man to try to 
limit the number ot saloons by high 
[icense, it wouid be unfair to preach 
sobriety and salt denial to tho masses 
since wero the masses to btcome abstain 
ers and saving the daloon men woulc 
starve at their business. Ill could b; 
speaking a word for temperance make i 
impossible for any man to make a living 
in tbe saloon business I wonld speak i 
here and now. 


Although 1 generally sympathize witl 


poor men in their attempts at bettering 
their condition, I bave absolutely no 
sympathy in their ambition to become 
saloonkeepers. I am aleo of the opinioi 
that it any saloons are to oo closed i 
should be those kept by poor men, be- 
cause their miserable dens entice otho 
poor men in to drink, who wonld b( 
tt&hamed to show their rags before thi 
gilded counters ot the rich. The poo 
saloonkeeper can loan ot all be indepoud 
ent. 
To got a living he is often com 


pelled to accept as regular customer 
drunken men aud women, and _ othe 
low characters who would not be toler 
atod in a place kept by u moro indspond 
ent man. 


In conclusion I ask you to weigh th' 


arguments I liero present. If they an 
not wrong, do not reject them becaus 
they clash with your prejudices. It right 
adopt them ; not iu theory alone, but als 
in practsce. It you agree with me tha 
the liquor business needs restraints, wor1 
to restrain it. If Sunday traffic|m alco- 
holic liquors is improper, discourage i 
by every moans in your power. Snppor 
the officers o£ tbe Jaw in tbeir attempt! 
to stop it. See to it that favor is no 
shown to some doing thii wicked Sunday 
business, wtiilo others are pnnisbed
